Many 
arguments are presented in its support. 

One is that when Red China is in the UN we can "deal" with her. Somehow this will further 
the interests of peace. (No mention is made on how thiswill further the interests of the U.S.) 
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Another is that the vote in the UN will go for Red China anyway; all we can do by opposing her 
admission is to make the neutralsgmad at us. ; wy 

A third, and more confusi rgument, is that no one knows what the Communists really 
want. Therefore, the greater cha e have to talk and deal directly with them, the more we'll 
learn of what they're up to. 






Evidence Refutes Defeatist Arguments 


Now the cold, hard evidence out of the mouths of Communist leaders themselves shows that 
all these arguments are the sheerest kind of nonsense. Communists want to conquer free peoples 
and they want to force Communist rule upon them. Their every move is to advance their conquest 
by peaceful means such as propaganda, when this is useful, by guerrilla warfare and threats of 
nuclear war, when these are needed. 

Defeatists, who want us to admit Red China to the UN, say such a view is "over simplifica- 
tion." But it is the over simplification that comes from the minds and tongues of Communist 
leaders. Only a fool would underestimate the words of the enemy. 

Red Chinese Premier Chou En-lai, for example, said on September 24, that the question 


the UN faces "is one of restoring to China its legitimate rights in the United Nations and expel - 
ling the Chiang Kai-shek clique elements who usurp the seat of China." 
Red Chinese Pursue Conquest By Propaganda 


Chou continued to say that, in his opinion, Formosa "is an inalienable part of the territory 
of the People's Republic of China." For this reason, he says, the island should be turned over to 
Peiping and to Communist tyranny. 


This ls Conquest By Propaganda. And the Real Battlefield In This Attempted Conquest Will Be 
Inside The United Cites 


Let's go over exact!y what the Communists want once again. They want a seat for Red 
China on the UN Security Council in place of the Republic of China (the regime of Chiang.Kai- 
shek). UN membership opens many wae doors. As a UN member they would have the right to 
have Red Chinese propagandists and agitators assigned to United Nations teams in underdeveloped 
countries. They could have Red Chinese in UNESCO. They would have a delegation located in 
New York City, and they would add another Communist vote against the U.S. in UN delibera- 
tions. 

Their secondary aim is perhaps even more important to them than all they will gain through 
the UN. They want world recognition that Communists rule all of China and have a legitimate 
right to rule Formosa, as well. 


Plan Another Defeat For The U.S. 


Success is attaining this goal in world opinion would mean that the U.S. would be cast as 
the illegitimate occupier of Chinese territory. In the logical sequence of events, thé’Commu- 
nists would move for a UN vote demanding that the U.S. leave Formosa, and turn it over to 
Communist rule. 

Communist leaders in Moscow and Peiping have grand strategy in mind, too. For the Com- 
munist capture of Formosa would breach the free world's defense line containing Communist forces 
in Asia. A withdrawal from Formosa would weaken our positions psychologically and militarily 
in Japan, Okinawa, South Korea, and throughout the entire Southeast Asiarbareas : 

All these eventualities, you might say, appear a long way frorm,a"vote to admit Red China 
to the United Nations. Yet this is the way Communists - “No/move is an end in itself. 
Each move causes reactions and events which set the stage for further advances. When you open 
the door a crack to see who's there, the Communist tries fo push ahead into your house, to 


occupy it, and to tyrannize you. ‘ 


Red Strategy In The U.S. 


The Communists’ door-opening strategy right now is to launch a smear attack directed at 
the Committee of One Million. This Committee's members include such national figures as Sena- 
tors Douglas, Mundt, Mansfield, Keating, Proxmire;-Case, Humphrey, Javits, Goldwater, Dodd, 
Eastland and Bridges, and Representatives Judd and Walter. 

The Committee recently obtained its one millionth signature against the admission of Red 
China to the UN. Some 290 members of the House of Representatives have sianed a statement 
voicing the same position. The U.S. Senate has voted unanimously against a UN seat for Red 
China. 

Now, here's how the Communist smear campaign will work. Note it! Because you'll be 
hearing and reading this kind of propaganda in the next few months. The Red Line is to persuade 
liberals who oppose a UN seat for Red China that the real objective of the Committee of One 
Million is to cause a major U.S. defeat in the UN on this issue. 

The defeat is being engineered, the Reds and the carriers of their line will say, in order to 
set the stage for a drive to force U.S. withdrawal from the UN itself. This is a move, which 
Communists know, would be opposed by all liberals. 


Hoped For Gains 


What Communists hope to gain by this kind of slander is this. If they can weaken the posi- 
tion of those in the U.S. opposing the admission of Red China to the UN, they can hope to gain 
a seat for Red China in the UN at this session of the world assembly. 

All this ties back to the opening statement in this article. Communists want the U.S. to 
accept Red China in the UN without a fight. They want us to surrender voluntarily. Those op- 
posing the admission of Red China to the UN, on the other hand, want a victory for free peoples 
and a defeat for Communist conquest. 

The main battlefield will be inside the U.S. For unless the American people, through let- 
ters to Congressmen, to newspaper editors, and to Representatives in the UN, make their position 


unmistakably clear, the chance will remain that Communists may win their point and freedom 
will suffer another tragic defeat. 


REDS ARE PLOTTING AGAINST U. S. FARMERS 


At their 17th national convention U.S. Communists adopted a policy of "forging...an 
anti-monopoly coalition — an alliance of the people against big business. " 

To date the Reds main effort under this policy has been directed toward tying “big brass 
and big business" together and branding both as "rightist" and, the Communists claim, anti- 
democratic. 

“The pepen of such a campaign, the Communists say, is to excite antagonisms between big 
business and the military on one side and the working people and the peace groups on the other. 

Now there is evidence that Communists will try harder to incite class warfare on the farm 
as a key part of their over-all anti-monopoly coalition. They are looking for guidance to Lenin's 
"Alliance of the Working Class and the Peasantry" published in Moscow in 1959. This book de- 


tails how Communists exploited the peasantry of Russia to gain victory in the revolution of 1917 
and to consolidate Communist tyranny afterwards. 


Lenin's Thesis Re Farmers 


The main elements of Lenin's view on agriculture are these: 
1) Farmers (peasants) are divided into small farmers, middle farmers and big farmers. 


2) The first principle is to strengthen the ties between the urban prolateriat and the small 
farmers, however... 


3) Prior to the 1917 revolution Communists allied themselves with peasantry as a whole in 
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the effort to end semi-feudal conditions on Russian farms of that day. Once the revolution was 
won, the semi-feudal landlords' holdings were expropriated, and the land was distributed to the 
peasants. Communists used the poorest peasants in warfare “fo destroy the rich peasants. 

4) The middle peasants upon whom final success of the revolution depended, then did not 
want to trade their freedom and ownership of their own farms for Soviet socialist agriculture. Un- 
able to defeat the middle peasant outright, Lenin decided to "neutralize" him through concessions 
and assistance. 

5) Here again Communists in the cities exploited the support of the rural poor to keep pres- 
sure on the middle peasants. Bit-by-bit — and sometimes through the use of engineered famines 
which killed millions of middle farmers — Communists gained a dominant position in the country- 
side. 


Use Lenin As A Guide In The U.S. Says Burt 


Now Erik Burt, writing in the U.S. Communist Party theoretical journal, "Political Affairs" 
(August 1951), suggests that U.S. Reds study Lenin's agricultural doctrines as a guide to their 
operations among farmers in the United States. 

Burt indicates that the main Communist drive will be among the small farmers, the farm 
wage earners, and especially the poorest farm workers. This possibility points up need for solving 
a problem which many leaders in U.S. agriculture now recognize providing opportunities for farm 
people to make a living on or off the farm and within the framework of our free society. 

Burt's remarks underscore, too, the fact that Communists are out to incite class against 
class, to foment crisis after crisis, and, ultimately, to destroy our free society from within. 

Efforts to build unity among all our people on the principles of our Constitution and the tra- 
ditions of our free way of life appear to be called for now in greater measure than ever before. 


OUR OPEN DOOR POLICY IN ASIA 


How close do you feel to events in Berlin and in Southeast Asia? Are such places ten 
thousand miles away?...Five thousand miles?...or are they as close as your office or your home? 

In these days when sons and husbands are being called up in National Guard units, in re- 
serve units, in the draft, your tie with events as far off as Asia is direct and unmistakeable. The 
flare up of war in Laos or threat of war over Berlin can take a fellow worker out of your office, 

a son, husband, or brother, out of your home. 

On this basis the guerrilla war, Communists are waging against our allies in South Vietnam 
is as close as Main Street! This is all the more important since information now available indi- 
cates that both Moscow and Peiping are backing the guerrilla attacks against points in South Viet- 
nam ranging from Kontum in the north to Phuoc Vinh in the south. 


How The Reds Got There 


From available reports it is possible to reconstruct Communist plans for southeast Asia. 

First was the Communist advance in Laos. While Communists and non-Communists are debating 
the future of that obscure Southeast Asian kingdom, other Communists are using territory they 
already have conquered in Laos as a corridor through which they can reach vital areas of South 
Vietnam. 

Over the past few months Communist guerrillas have been attacking inside South Vietnam, 
apparently attempting to cut this small country in two. A build-up of Communist Chinese is re- 
ported on nearby Hainan, ready to move into battle — perhaps as the Chinese»volunteers did in 
Korea — if the occasion warrants it. oil 

So far Communist guerrillas have been repulsed. But grfother Red weapons system is coming 
into use. Communist propagandists are agitating among South Vietnamese citizens, exciting their 
anti-colonial nationalism, spreading stories of injustice and oppression against the common people, 
and stories of Communist heroism. 


Propaganda Has Some Effect , 

Some of these stories appear to be having an effect. The average Vietnamese, like the 
average man almost anywhere, is not fully aware of conditions beyond those he can see with his 
own eyes. To many, the presence of white men has meant colonialism. The Communist guerrillas 
are Vietnamese, and, as such, have a considerable advantage in gaining the loyal ties of people 
they expect to subdue. 

In typical style, the Red drive to conquer South Vietnam is studded with many front groups 
— the National Front for the Liberation of South Vietnam, the Liberation Association of Workers, 
Peasants, Women and Youths, the Association of Former Resistance Members, the Radical Socialist 
Party, the Liberation Students and Pupils Association, the Liberation Writers and Artists Associa- 


tion, the Association of Militants for Peace, Reunification and Independence of Vietnam, and 
many others. 


Reds Say It's A Way of Liberation 


Communists are presenting their guerrilla warfare to South Vietnamese as a war of self- 
liberation from Colonial rule by the United States and as a war for peaceful reunification of South 
Vietnam with Gommunist North Vietnam. The price of reunification offered here as in Germany, 
is Communist tyranny, but this the simple villagers are not told and do not know. 

If your‘sons or husbands or fellow workers one day are ordered off to South Vietnam — as 
they once were to Korea — you now know at least some of the reasons. Our failure to stop the 
Communists in Laos opened a door for them to move into South Vietnam. 

Any failure to stop them on the borders of South Vietnam will open the doors for Communist 
conquest of Thailand, Malaya and all Southeast Asia. 


NASSER — LOSER IN A FIGHT WITH THE REDS 


When "Freedom's Facts" urged readers in January 1959 to "watch for growing conflict be- 
tween Communists and UAR President Nasser", the exact development of events in the Middle 
East appeared unclear. 

Just a year earlier, Moscow had championed the union of Syria and Egypt to form the 
United Arab Republic under Nasser's rule. During 1958 Communists aided in demonstrations to 
split Kuwait and Qatar from the West and add these oil-rich shiekdoms to Nasser's domain. 

What caused the apparent change? Evidence available in January 1959 indicated that 
Nasser was seeking power solely for himself, and that he wanted to iicia power to force a Nasser- 
type "socialism" upon the Arab East. Such an ambition had to put Nasser in conflict with Moscow. 

Thus, from January 1959 on, Nasser stepped up internal security measures against Commu- 
nists (he had them and all other Nasser-opponents thrown in jail) — and Communists inside and out- 
side the UAR therefore stepped up their efforts to turn other Arab peoples against Nasser. They 
even caused unexpected delays in construction of the great Aswan Dam, upon which rest so many 
of Nasser's hopes for Egyptian progress. 


Syria's Breakaway Revolt 


The breakaway revolt of Syria last month is the latest and most serious advance in this cam- 
paign against Nasser's power and prestige. 

Since April 1959, Communists in Iraq have been talking of an anti-Nasser union between 
Iraq and Syria.* Fromfacts now available, it appears the Syrian revolt came mainly from middle 
class opposition to Nasser's police suppression and his "socialist" nationalization of banks, busi- 
nesses and industry. Pn 

Nonetheless, the effect of Communist efforts to undermine Nasser's prestige and power can- 
not be discounted as a factor in the Syrian.cevolt. As early as January 1959 "Freedom's Facts" 
noted that Communists were active in Syria afid that Syria would be an area of conflict between 
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Communists and Nasser. Now, Moscow's action in rushing Khalid Bekdash, a Moscow-trained 
Syrian Kurd, back to Damascus, is taken as a sign Communists are’seeking ways to exploit Syria's 
breakaway action for Communist gain. , 

Moscow's readiness to recognize the new Syrian regime and rush in Communist "diplomats" 
and embassy people from a number of Communist-run countries is another indication of Communist 
intentions. 


Syria Once Heavily Red-Infiltrated 


During the period immediately prior to the union of Syria and Egypt, Syria was so heavily 
Communist-infiltrated that the government was using Soviet advisers, Soviet armaments, and was 
jailing critics of the Soviet Union. Now that Nasser's anti-Communist domestic program is 
broken, Reds are flowing back into Syria with hopes of rebuilding their former influence. 

Communist support of union between Syria and Egypt can now be chalked up as a failure of 
Soviet policy. Moscow obviously expected that they could use their positions in Syria to infil- 
trate and dominate the United Arab Republic. When they saw this approach was failing, they set 
out to break up the UAR. 

The lesson for all free peoples is obvious. As "Freedom's Facts" stated in discussing "The 
Grassfire in the Middle East" in September 1959, "Until free peoples of the world récognize that 
Communists are deadly enemies who struggle day and night for the destruction of independence 
and freedom, the West will continue to fall back before their advances. This is a factor for agen- 
cies inside as well as outside the United States to ponder. If we give Communists the liberty to 
destroy us at home, we should not be surprised if they defeat us in areas such as the Middle East." 

The truth is that Communists will use the ambitions or fears of anyone as a shield behind 
which to advance, and aid them as long as they continue to serve the interests of Communist con- 
quest. Once they stop aiding Red conquest, Communists seek to discredit, to isolate, and, finally, 
to destroy them. This is the situation President Nasser of Egypt faces today. 


NOW WE HAVE A MOSCOW-BASED SOVIET-AMERICAN RELATIONS INSTITUTE 


On August 31, the day Nikita Khrushchev started the current series of nuclear tests in the 
USSR, a small group of Communists met in Moscow to talk of improving US-USSR relations. 

The group concluded its meeting by forming a Soviet-American Relations Institute. Ac- 
cording to President Nikolay Blokhin, of the USSR Academy of Medical Sciences, the purposes 
of the new Institute are to: 

1) “develop and strengthen in every way mutual understanding, confidence and friendship 
between the eatin of the USSR and the United States in the interests of stable peace"... 

2) “acquaint the Soviet people with the history, life and traditions of the American people, 
with their achievements in the fields of science, technology and culture, "...and 

3) "to help acquaint the American people with the life, work and culture of the Soviet 
people, their plans and aspirations. " ms 


Real Aim — To Build Support For Soviet Foreign Policy 


After stating these fine purposes, Blokhin spoiled the whole effect by adding and praising 
the Soviet Union's policies of "peaceful co-existence" and by calling "on the Americans, on all 
upstanding people on earth, to fight together with us for general and complete disarmament and to 
break up and scrap once and for all the military machines of all states." 

And then the speakers revealed the real purposes of the new Institute Yevgeny Fedorov, 
Chief Science Secretary of the USSR Academy of Sciences, reported that over 800 American sci- 
entists had visited the USSR in 1961 and some 100 Soviet scientists had visited the U.S., and in- 
dicated this exchange offered a great opportunity to improve understanding. 

The Institute's first message to the public as the meeting ended stated that through peaceful 
co-existence it is possible to greatly expand such exchanges, improve economic relations, and 
reach a greater identity of interests between the U.S. and USSR.

Some 128 leading Soviet scientists, artists, and actresses were elected to the board of the 
new Soviet-American Relations Institute, providing a basis for direct contact with their opposite 
numbers in the United States. ‘ 

If Communists follow their usual procedure, this new Institute will be made up of people 
trained and ordered to persuade Americans to accept Soviet policy views on world affairs under 
the guise of cultural and scientific exchange. It may be productive to examine just what this new 


Soviet group will tell fellow Communists and those under Communist rule about the “history, life 
and traditions of the American people." 


STRAWS IN THE RED WIND 


COLOMBIA — Communist meetings aimed at subverting public order are being held in re- 
mote areas of Colombia, according to reports reaching here. Some of the leaders are said to be 
people trained in guerrilla warfare in Red China and in other Communist-bloc countries. 


BRITISH GUIANA — Observers are watching newly-elected Premier Cheddi Jagan for any 
signs that he will repeat his blatantly Communist tactics of eight years ago. Then, after 133 days 
of riots and strikes, the British removed Jagan from power as being unfit to rule. The betting here 
is that Jaganwill now avoid extremes, try to get financial aid from the U.S., and let his country 
be used by Fidel Castro and others as an advanced base for deeper Communist penetration of Latin 
America. Some cling to the hope, however, that there is a chance Jagan has matured, and sees 
that Communists seek only one Ling of freedom — the freedom to seize control and rule. 


MEXICO — Do-it-yourself guerrilla warfare kits are the latest Communist gifts to teenagers 
visiting Moscow. An 18 year old girl returning from a World Youth Forum in Moscow was caught 
with the do-it-yourself guerrilla warfare kit, reams of anti U.S. propaganda, plus instructions on 
how to turn juvenile delinquents into revolutionary units. 


POLAND — The World Peace Council, which follows the Moscow line without deviation, 
deftly ignored the resumption of nuclear testing by the Soviet Union and has called for renewed 
efforts to achieve disarmament. The first move, says the WPC, is a peace treaty to "recognize 
the existence of two German states, accept the present frontiers of Germany as final, and transform 
West Berlin into a free and neutral city." Perhaps we need a world peace committee to urge Com- 


munists to give up control over unwilling subjects in Eastern and Central Europe as a move toward 
a more peaceful world. 


CUBA — Castro Cubans are now calling for Puerto Rican independence from the U.S. and 
solidarity with Cuba. Castro's propagandists claim that U.S. "occupation" of Puerto Rico is “il- 
legal." The fact is that Puerto Ricans have voted to continue their association with the U.S. 
While a few want independence, many others seek to make Puerto Rico the U.S.'s 51st state. 


PEIPING — Over a half million Chinese are said to have turned out in Peiping to welcome 
Osvaldo Dorticos, President of Castro's Cuba, when he visited the capital of the Red Chinese last 
month. Dorticos was accompanied by Blas Roca, head of Cuba's Communist Party, and a number 
of other Castro Cubdn officials. Red Chinese Chairman Liu Shao-chi welcomed Dorticos with the 
greeting, "U.S. imperialism is the common enemy of the people of both our countries. To oppose 
U.S. imperialism and defend world peace is the common task of our two peoples." Liu didn't ex- 
plain how he honestly can oppose the U.S. and defend world peace at the same time. 


REDS TO WAGE LEGAL AND PROPAGANDA WAR AGAINST THE McCARRAN ACT 


Despite agitation by those who are trying to defend the Communist Party, the U. S. Supreme 
Court on October 9 upheld its June 5 decision that the Internal Security Act of 1950 is constitu- 
tional and that Communist Party, USA, must register as an agent of a foreign power. The date for 
registration will be November 18. 

Under the order if the National Communist Party or its officers fail to register by that date, 


the law calls for fining the Party and its officers $10,000 a day. In addition, all Communist pub- 
lications are to be clearly marked as to solfte. 
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The Party Does Not Intend To Register 


CP General Secretary Gus Hall says the Party will not register. Instead it will fight the 
constitutionality of each and every provision of the Internal Security Act of 1950 (the McCarran 
Act) through the Courts. Thus, years of legal action seem to lie ahead. 

You can also expect a wave of Communist propaganda, Red-incited demonstrations and pos- 
sibly even student riots aimed at agitating public opinion against the McCarran Act. A special de- 
velopment to watch for will be student groups in colleges across the country dedicated to abolishing 
the McCarran Act. This is the Communist pattern. Identifying it alone will not defeat it. Those 
who wish to defeat the Communists’ attempt to mobilize public opinion against the McCarran Act 
and to destroy this law whose constitutionality has been upheld by the U.S. Supreme Court must do 
more. 


Be Armed With Facts 


You must be armed with facts concerning the Communist Party, its provable association with 
the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, its part in the World Communist Movement designed to 
destroy — as Karl Marx said — all freedoms, all individuality, all religion, all government institu- 
tions, all private property except that permitted by Communist dictaiorship. 

As "Freedom's Facts" predicted in July 1961, "The U.S. Supreme Court decision upholding 
the Internal Security Act of 1950 (McCarran Act) will usher in a period of Communist attacks against 
free institutions such as we have never seen before... The battle will be relentless. It,will be long. 
We must win it." 


FREEDOM'S FACTS PREDICTIONS 


What's the real meaning of all this talk out of Moscow about disarmament? Way 
back in June 1957 "Freedom's Facts" analysis disclosed that Communists propagandize on 
disarmament simply to gain the support of world public opinion. On May 14, 1957 the 
Soviet news service, "TASS", reported, "Broad masses of the public abroad are now ani- 
matedly discussing the Soviet proposals on disarmament ... The policy of our country on 
this question finds warm support among all peace-loving peoples because it is ... in ac- 
cordance with the interests of the people..." A fraud? Of course. And it is highlighted 
by the appeal of the World Peace Council last month for a new era of disarmament starting 
with surrender to the Soviet Union on all its demands on West Berlin.
